This report' shows in effect, to quote 


the language of Mayor Lyon, that in 
the matter of the city's use to the Inyo 
and Stanislaus street crossings and the 
absolute rights to the crossings and the 
is now using, the city was handed 
a 


"package"' by Charles Crocker, who 
deeded to the. city all the streets from 
Ventura to Stanislaus, but in doing so 
made no mention of tho fact that he had 
never had title to the street crossings 
over the Southern Pacific reservation, 
nnd so had no authority to deed them to 
the city. 
That there was meant to be 


a misunderstanding about tlib is sug 
gested by the fact that the street deeda 
expressly reserve the crossings of L and 
Mariposa streets through the courthouse 
park, but make no mention of leaving 
out the railroad crossings. 
The Cen- 


tral Pacific railroad had acquired the 
reservation five months 
before 
the 


streets were established. 


The text of the report is as follows: 


To the Honorabde May.or and Board of 


"Trustees of the City of Fresno: 
In accordance with the request; of the 


mayor lor a preliminary report as to 
the respective rights of the city and the 
Southern Pacific company in those parts 
of the ".Reservation" which cut Mari- 
posn, Merced, Tuolumne and Stanislaus 
streets, nnd for recommendations as to 
the method to be pursued to secure the 
opening of these streets, we submit the 
following: 


Upon iiivestigation we find the ab- 


solute title to these parts of the reser- 
vation to be in the Central Pacific Bail- 
way company of Utah, subject to cer- 
tain mortgages and deeds of trust. 


By deeds dated August 
23. 1872, 


(from tlic trustees of the San Joaquin 
Valley Land association) nnd June 18, 
1873, (from the Contract and Finance 
company) the Central Pacific! Railroad 
company acquired the title to! the land 
known as the "Railroad Heservation," 
a strip of land 600 feet wide'by 10,550 
feet long. 
These deeds conveyed not 


merelj' rights of way, but the'title in 
fee. 


On October 26, 1875, the Contract and 


Finance company conveyed to Charles 
Crocker, the land including the then 
townsite of Fresno, 
excepting 
lands 


previously conveyed by the company. 


February 10, 1876,' Charles Crocker 


conveyed to the County of Fresno the 
•'strips" of land designated as streets 
commencing with "Ventura" nnd includ- 
ing all the 
streets 
to ''Stanislaus." 


These strips extended in Inngth from 
tlic "southwesterly line, of C street to 
tho northeasterly 
line of P street." 


This conveyance was of rights of way, 
ami the dedication was consummated 
by the acceptance of the deed by the 
Hoard of Supervisors, June 5, 1876. The 
"strips" were opened up and used as 
streets on each side of the reservation. 


It will be observed, however, that the 


Contract and Finance company's deed 
to the Central Pacific Enilroad company 
antedated its deed to Crocker, go that 
Crocker had no title to laud on the 
reservation over which he could grant 
the county rights of way. 
Hence his 


deed was ineffectual for that purpose. 


By deed dated July 20, 1899, the Cen. 


tral Pacific Railroad company of Cali- 
fornia conveyed nil of its real property 
from Lntlirop to Goshen to the Central 
Pacific Railway company of Utah, and, 
ns already stated, the latter company 
is now the owner of the land necessary 
to be taken for the opening of these 
streets. 
It is a matter of common knowledge 


that many of the streets embraced in 
the Crocker deed to the county are open 
across the railroad tracks, notably Tu- 
Inre and Fresno streets. 
There is no 


record of any proceedings taken either 
by the county or by the city to open 
llipse streets. 
The 
absence of any: 


formal action, however, is immaterial, 
inasmuch as the right of thc city in 
a street may be acquired by adverse 
use continued for a sufficient length of 
time. 


Where the claim of the public rests 


upon lone continued adverse use that 
use establishes against the owner tha 
conclusive presumption of consent, and 
so of dedication. 
It affords the con- 


clusive and indisputable presumption of 
knowledge and acquicscenccy 
while at 


tho same time it negatives the idea of 
a mere license to the use of the land 
for a street. 


The only question then would be as 


•to the length of time 
these streets 


have been open across the "Reserva- 
tion."

posting and publication oi "Notice of 
Public Work" bv the street superin- 
tendent. 
At this point, the difference 


in the two methods of procedure com- 
mences. 


Under the act of 1889, notice is pub- 


lished for ten davs and persons objecting 
may file protests within ten days after 
the time for the publication of the no- 
tice has expired. 
Under 
the act of 


1903, notice must be published for five 
days and objectors have thirty days 
after the first publication of the notice. 


Under both acts, this procedure gives 


the city tmstces jurisdiction to order 
the improvement. 


Under the act of 1899. the usual ap- 


pointment of commissioners is then had. 
Their report and maps are filed in the 
clerk's office and notice of the filing is 
published for at least ten days, fixing 
the date for hearing at least thirty 
days from the dinte of the first publica- 
tion. 
Then a further publication for 


the same period by the street superin- 
tendent must give" notice that he has 
received the assessment, and that the 
amount levied is due and payable and 
must be paid within thirty days. 


When sufficient money is in hand to 


pay for the land to be taken, the owner 
must be notified nnd he is allowed thir- 
ty days to call for his warrant. 
If the 


owner neglects or refuses to accept the 
compensation awarded, by the commis- 
sioners, the trustees may then authorize 
suit to 'be commenced 10 condemn the 
land. 


This act. provides, however, that the

The act of 1903 provides that imme- 


diately upon acquiring jurisdiction by 
the passage of the resolution and thfc 
posting and publication of the "Notice 
of Public Work," the bonrd may order 
suit to be brought to condemn. Thua 
the tender of thc appraised value of tha 
land is not a condition precedent to thc 
right to sue as under the act of 1889. 
Under the act of 1903, after the entry 
of an interlocutory judgment fixing the 
value of the land.' etc., proceedings shall 
be had for assessing the land included 
in tho assessment list and for collecting 
the assessment, similar to those pre- 
scribed by the act of 1889. 


The act of 1903 contains no express 


provision for making the entire city 
the assessment district such as is con- 
tained in section 22 of the act of 1889, 
and herein would seem to lie the chief 
difference between the two methods of 
procedure. 


It is expressly provided in section 


36 of the act of '1903 that the two acts 
are intended to 
provide 
alternative 


systems of procedure; but it also states 
that when proceedings are commenced 
under the act of 1903 the resolution of 
intention must so expressly state, and 
that then the provisions of that act, and 
no other, can govern. 
This pr'.-ision 


may be important in view of the fact 
that unlike the act of 1889, this act 
at least contains no express provision 
for the inclusion of the whole city in 
the assessment district. 


These seem to us to be the chief 


points of difference between the two 
methods, one of which must be pur- 
sued.: or the other must be followed, 
as preliminary to the bringing of a suit 
to condemn, and either will take time; 
but the interests 
involved make the 


matter of opening these streets one of 
great importance. 
The taking of pri- 


vate property for public use must be* 
only by "due process of law," and this 
app'lies as well where the property to 
be taken is that of a quasi-public cor- 
poration, such ns a. railroad company, 
as where it .is the property of an indi- 
vidual. 


That the land of the company neces~ 


sary to open these streets can be taken 
by * condemnation tinder the right/of 
"eminent domain" there is no question. 


In answer to the mayor's inquiry ns . 


to the power of the city to require the i 
railroad compuny to maintain 
safety j 


gates at crossings, we will say that: 
there can be no question7 as* to the j 
power in this respect. / An ordinance j 
requiring the establishment and main- 
tenance, of such gates is clearly within 
the "general police powers" of the city.

USEFUL KITCHEN UTENSILS. 


Housekeeping is as much of a science 


as any other profession, and the house- 
keeper who wishes to do her work eas- 
ily and well must have good tools. In- 
ventors have given considerable atten- 
tion to this fact, as is evidenced by the 
many improvements offered for clean- 
ing and cooking by up to date house 
furnishing shops and department stores. 
Some of them are too complicated or 
too expensive to be o£ much practical 
value, but there are many which are 
simple, inexpensive and of real worth 
to us.

I bound Owl pissed over the plnoe a few 
minutes after 11 o'clock. 
If the. switch 


had been turned then the Owl would 
have been wrecked.

Conductor's Story, 


Conductor Fillmore is a very large
